policies. 
HE decision has alrendy 
been taken to pay for the 
Tai Lam Chang revervoir 
out of annual revenue, but 
this is not the only aeheme, 
approved out least in 
principle, whieh calls fir 
vast capital expenditure.

of the future. Moreover, 
Hongkong today has no 
publle debt. The conviction 
ix shared among a reapona- 
ible section of the business 
community that, given the 
right sort of interest terms, 
a loan could be successfully 
floated in’ Hongkong, and 
that the annual burden of 
ita charges could and would 
be more -easHy and. readily 
borne by the taxpayers than 
an increase jn taxation on 
incomes and profits. It is a 
viewpoint which deserves to 
command the attention of 
Government, for apart from 
the relative merits of 
financing from revenue or 
loan, it is helpful for any

' Defence Secretary 
Supports Accusation 
Against Senator 


Washington, Mar. 18. 


The Secretary of Defence, Mr Charles Wilson, sald today that he 
regarded as truthful the Army report accusing Senator Joseph McCarthy 
and Mr Roy Cohn, his chief counsel, of putting pressure for special treat- 
ment for David Schine, former McCarthy aide. 

Mr Wilson said he believed Senator MeCarthy’s counter-charge 
that the Seeretary of the Army, Mr Robert Stevens, sought to have the 
investigation of alleged Communism switched from the 
branches of the services “was never a proper one.” 

“It is my opinion that the charge was never a proper one and that 
it was never so,” Mr Wilson told the Senate Armed Services Committee

Mr Wilson had previously told the Committee that the Armed services 


were not “coddling Communists” — a charge McCarthy has made repeatedly 
and that he had “absolute and complete confidence” in Mr Stevens. 
Senator Estes Kefauver asked whether Mr Wilson regarded the Army report

“I certainly would,” 


Mr Wilson re plied. 


Mr Wilson also told the Senators he had confidence in John:G, Adams, Army 
Counsel, “as far ns 1 know" about him.— Reuter. 


Slave: Camp 
Revolt 
Disclosure 


" Berlin, Mar. 18, 

Twelve thousand slave labour- 
ers revoltéd in Russia's Arctic 
moush last year In a bloody strike 
that was crushed only after 
Soviet tommy-gunners killed 
more than 64 of the strikers and 
wounded some 200, It wage re- 
ported today. 


The report was the first full 
account of growlng unrest, after 
Stalin's death, in) Soviet slave 
comps. It was made by a Ger- 
man physician and told in detall 
in Der Monat, a magazine 
published here under the spon- 
sorship of the US State Depart- 
ment 


The doctor, a 4l-year-old 
Lelpzin X-ray speclalist, Joseph 
Schohner, recently was released 
from Vorkuta by the Russ{ans 
after serving three and o half 
years of a 25-year hard labour 
sentence, 


Hic said about 12,000 of nearly 
250,000 workers in the huge 
Vorkuta slave camp = area on 
Russia's Polar coast stopped 
work for two weeks last July 
following the death of Stalin 
and the arrest of the Sovict 
secret police chief, Lavrentl 
Berla. ’ 


The prisoners in the Vorkuta 
area included Ukrainian parti- 
fans, members of the -‘anti- 
Communist _ resistance — from 
Lithuanla, Estonia and Latvia, 
anti-Communists {rom all parts

He sald the stave revolt all

KNEW ABOUT THEM 
Washington, Mar. 18. 

The Defence Secretary, Mr 
Charles E, Wilson, and his aides 
sald today that Senator Joseph 
KR. McCarthy had turned up no 
case of subversion In the Armed 
Services they did not know 
about already. 

Mr Wilson sald that the Ser- 
vices had 20 loyalty or security 
risks among 61 drafted medical 
men it must commission or dis- 
charge. ‘ & 

Mr Wilson told the, Senate 
Armed Services Committers, ‘that 
“the stage is about over” where, 
the Defence Department needs 
any help from Congressional 
Committees In rooting out sub- 
verslves, 

“Y don't believe we need thelr 
heip,”” he sald under questioning 
by Senator Estes Kefaouver 
(Democrat, Tennessec). “We 
welcome it If it is the order of 
the day.” 

Mr Wilson, voicing complete 
confidence in the Army Secret- 
ary, Mr Robert T. Stevens, who 
sat with him, sald that he would 
like to see the last of the cur- 
rent feud between the Army 
and Mr McCarthy, 

“I'd like to get it over with 
and go about the important work 
of the Defence Department— 
and gentlemen, it is 
he sald.

The North Korean Minister of 
Heavy Industry, Kim Du Sam. 
announced details of the plan In 
the newspaper Nodong Sinmun, 
quoted extensively today by the 

cking Peoples Daily. 

Russia was helping from sur- 
veying and designing up to 
manufacturing of Mnished pro- 
ducts, Kim Du Sam was report- 
od og having said. 

Machinery, clectrical equip~ 
ment and all other necessary 
materlals for scores of big new 
factories was dally coming Into 
North Korea. 

Many war ravaged factories, 
power plants and coal mines 
would be restored and expand= 
ed, the New China news 
agency said Kim wrote in the 
Nodong Sinmun. 

Russia was helping to re- 
bulld the Chongjin and Kim 
Chnik Steel plants, the Nampo 
emelting works and other 
metallurgical plants, 

MACHINE TOOLS

Mr Hammarskjocld said. the 
United Natlons was neither 2 
super-state nor a world govern- 
ment. The charter was a com= 
promise, he sald, and one of Its 
main ulrements was. that 
states of differlng political back- 
grounds shoutd get together and 
settle disputes by peaceful 
means. 

“We need to banish resolutely 
from our minds,” sald Mr Hem- 
marsitjocld, “any Ideas that the 
Uni Nations can by ‘legisla= 
tive action preserve peace or - 
guarantce ao better and more 
secure _ future for the peoples 
who compose It.” 

The United Nations Secretary- 
General suid that those who 
planned . the Korean . war medio 
two grave miscalculations. 
calculated that the world 
be persuaded to regard this os 
a civil war instead of an attack 
upon an independent nation that 
had been made, In effect, a ‘ward . 
of the International community 
by a majority of the United 
Nations, he sald, : 

They also saw the United Na- 
tions without power to resist 
the aggression in any case, for 
the cold war had indefinitely 
postponed the conclusion of 
ugreements that would have 
ploced the international military 
fotces at the disposal of the 
Securlty Council, . 

Resistance Jn Korea ‘had been 
a sgnilificant step towards the 
goa of genuine, collective 
security as a precedent which 
provided “a new ahd powertul 
deterrent against another such 
aggression anywhere in the 
world"-—France-Presee.

Committee decrees of 
1946-48, has never been 
lacking, but it has remained

to depict the full extent of 
their paralysing influence. 


Striking revelations have 
emerged from recent statements 
by four of Russia’s leading cul- 
tural exponents—Aram Khacha- 
turyan, the Armenian composer, 
once denounced by Zhdanov as 
a “formalist” together with 
Shostakoviteh, Prokofiev, and 
Miaskoveky; Ilya Bhrenburg, the 
writer ond publicist; Konstantin 
Simonov, deputy — Scerctary- 
General of the All-Union Con- 
gress of Sovict Writers; and the 
Sceretary - General himself, 
Alexander Fadeev. 


Each of these statements is 
notably outspoken, and it is 
clear that in order to emphasiso 
this new deviation In policy the 
. Party has granted its most pro- 
minent cultural spokesmen more 
than the customary latitude. 


Khachaturyan’s indictment ‘of 
Zdangvism, as it has nffected 
musical composition, appears in 
an article in the November 1953 
issue of Sovict Music, entitled 
“Creative Boicness and [nspiza- 
tion.” Without. actually  dis- 
claiming the doctrine of “So- 
clallst realism,” which was the 
keynote of Zhdanov’s cultural 
policy, Khachaturyan carries to 
remarkable. lengths his con- 
demnation of its. unlimited op- 
plication and. its stultifying 
effect on creative impulse.

The 70-year-old mother 
of a coal dealer who had 
admitted attacking a 
woman with a chopper 
causing her face to be dis- 
figured for life, wept and 
threw herself on her knees 
just before sentence was 
passed on her son by Mr 
Justice J. Reynolds at the 
Criminal Sessions this 
morning. 


After she had been helped out 
of the Courtroom by a detec- 
tive, the accused, Kwan Tai, 
allas Kwan Cheong-tal, 45, was 
sentenced to flve years’ hard 
labour for wounding the woman 
who had Uved with him for 
some years, 


He pleaded guilty to the 
charge of unlawfully and mall- 
clously wounding Wong Wai-yee 
on November 23, last year, with 
intent to cause grievous bodily 
harm at hls house at No, 3 Chi 
Sing Lane. 


Mr W. A. Blair-Kerr, Sentor 
Crown Counsel, showed the 
Court the Kitchen chopper used 
by the accused in his attack. 
ik said there were altogether 
five wounds inflicted on the 
complainant's face and head. 
Fortunately, all were flesh 
wounds, and at no time was 
the woman's life in danger. 


Bult, Crown Counsel — stated, 
Kt was a fact that she would be 
disNgured for Ife, 


The complainant, who is aged 
33, was then called forward tn 
order that His Lordship could 
have a better view of her face. 


MUTIVE OBSCURE 


Mr Blair-Kerr went on to say 
tha. the motlve for the crime 
was sumewhat obscure. She 
accused and the woman had 
been on intimate terms for 
some time, and It was possible 
that thete had been some 
quarre! before the offence took 
placc, but he (Crown Counsel) 
could not produce any other in- 
formation that could assist the 
Court. 


Mr Patrick Yu, who appeared 
on behalf of the uccused, in- 
structed by Mr S. Ng Quinn of 
Brutton and Company, admitted 
in a plea of mitigation that tne 
wecused had pleaded gulity tu a 
very serious offence. But the 
question, he said, was: why did 
he do it? 


“T cannot answer it, nor the 
eccused,” Counsel declared. 

Continuing, ke said Kwan had 
Uvet with ine complainant evex 
since he became widowed in 
1951. Mr Yu said he could not 
preduce any medical evidence 
to show that the accused was 
insane or anything ta that effcct. 

Mr Yu said the accused's ac- 
count of the incident on the 
evening of November 23, was 
this: he first went to bed about 
10.30 p.m., and then remembcr- 
ed the Rediffuslon set tuning 
off. The next thing he knew 
was that he was stonding over 
the woman in her room, hold- 
ing the chopper in his hand, 
He noticed the woman was 
already wounded, und he could 
not explain why at that mo- 
mcnt he went on to deliver two 
more blows with the chopper 
on her.

PLANS APPROVED FOR A. 
-13-STOREY BUILDING 


The project for rebuilding the Hongkong Hotel is going ahead, 
Mr Horace Kadoorie disclosed in his printed statement to shareholders 
at this morning’s annual general meeting of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Hotels, Ltd. Plans for a 13-storey building, 170 feet in height, haye been 
approved by the Building Authority, and engineering drawings are now 
being prepared. 

' Mr Kadoorie, who presided at the meeting held in Telephone’ 
House, also revealed the extent of the ‘improvements made to‘ the 
Peninsula Hotel during the past year, including the installation of air- 
conditioning to a substantial part of the hotel. 


Mr Kadoorte's printed stmte- 
ment read as follows: 

The balance of Working 
Account transferred to the 
credit of Profit & Loss Account 
amounts to $1,885,729.56, an 
increase of $107,196.02 com- 
pared with lost year, I think 
you will agree that this is satis- 
factory as the past year has 
not been no particularly good 
one for business generally 
throughout the Colony, and, as 
you are aware, our hotels are 
primarily dependent on trade, 
as where conditlons flourish 
there will Le found businesemen 
and tourists, 

Rents received show an In- 
crease over last year's figure of 
$45,387.10, the major portion of 
which Is due to the inclusion of 
a full year’s rental) amounting 
to $120,000 from the lessees of 
the Hongkong Hotel site. The 
reduction isn Rent, Rates and 
Licences on the other side of 
the account is also attributable 
to this arrangement. 

The project.for the rebullding 
of the Hongkong Hotel has 
advanced ‘another step since our 
last mecting and plans were 
finally approved by the Bulld- 
ing Authority on October 30, 
1953, These plans will permit 
of a building of 13 storeys, 170 
ft. in height. Engineering 
drawings are now belng pre- 
pared by Mr Faber the Civil 
Engineer caployed by Local 
Enterprise Ltd. 

AIR-CONDITIONING 

The increase in Depreciation 
is mainly due to the installation 
of the air-conditioning plant in 
the Peninsula Hotel, previously 
used in the Hongkong Hotel, as 
a result of which oll bedrooms 
on the 2nd and 3rd floors and 
ali the Reception rooms and 
verondah on the first floor can 
be both cooled in summer ond 
heated in winter, There Js no 
doubt that our policy to install 
this plant has been justified, so 
much so that it has been de- 
cided {o proceed with the alr- 
conditioning of the remalnin 
three floors of bedrooms, an 
orders for additional plant 
amounting to $518,040 have 
already been placed. A pay- 
ment of $145,170 has been made 
in respect of this, which np- 
pears In tho accounts under 
review. .
